The Total Cotton Crop for the 
Year Just Closed. 


OVER SIX AND A HALF MILLION BALES 


Report of the National Exchange—What the 
Statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture Now Claims. 


Wasnrneron,September 9.—The statistician 
of the department. of agriculture, in his Sep- 
tember report, which goes io press tomorrow, 
makes a statement of cotton tested by dis- 
tribution, which shows that his final estimates, 
made seven motths before the close of 
the commercial year, have indicated 
the crop within a fraction of one per cent, four 
years out of five, since 1881. He did not make 
estimates from 1878 to 1881. The year’s move- 
ment just closed, amounting to 6,505,080 bales, 
according to the national cotton exchange 
record, verifies the department’s estimate of 
last February, which was 6,460,000 bales, while 
all other authorities made lower figures.

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 9—[Special.]— 
Mr, Kove, of Montgomery, came {into the city 
this morning with what he thinks. is a clue to 
the mysterious murder discovered on Wednes- 
day.

Today he stated that 
early in August the schooner|Ida C. came up to 
Montgomery, and anchored out in the middle 
of the.river, She belonged to Captain Harry 
Thompson, a Norwegian, who has been oys- 
tering and fishing along the coast for six or 
eight yeers. Thompson’s wife came ashore 
and told some of her acquaintances that she 
intended to quit him. 

She had learned that he had another wife, 
and did not wish to go back on the boat. It 

‘seems, however, that she did. Whether she is 
dead or not, is not known, however. She had 
brown hairand sohad the woman who was 
killed. She was not weil dressed, and neither 
was the murdered woman, No shoes were 
found at the scene of the murder. Thompson 
used to hide his wife’s shoes to keep, her trom 
leaving the schooner, and once or twice he cut 
her shoés up. Mr. Love’s theory is that either 
Thompson, or a sailor he had, named Gleason, 
committed the murder. He thinks Mrs. 
Thompson went back on the schooner, and 
that the boat dropped down to Shipyard creek. 
There Mrs. Thompson went ashore. A negro 
who lives near is reported to have heard them 
quarreling. Mr. Loye is of the opinion that 
Thompson followed his wife up toward Burn- 
side, and that when out of hearing he knocked 
her in the head.

Mr. P—— was a member of the Baptist 
church «nd was always on hand on con ference 
day, unless providentially hindered. A beau- 
tiful forest of woodland lay between Mr. 
P ‘starmand that of Mr. N——, upon 
which grew many tall, slim oak trees. Iwo 
of them grew up very near each other, and 
their trunks ran parallel many feet without 
knot or ¥ranch. Mr. P—— placed cross tim- 
bers between these trees to a height of some 
twenty feet, and, erected a platform with seats 
and railing around the edges, At regular in- 
vals he would resort to this platform for read- 
ing, meditation and prayer. 

Tie moved to Macon, Ga., in the year 1529, 
where ke met with financial troubles and lost 
most of his wealth. In 1836 he moved with 
his family to Holly Springs, Miss., samyne 
with hitn a few thousand dollars in money an 
twelve segroes.

THE EXAMINATION CONTINUES. 

After delivering this opinion, the governor 
ordered the lawyers to proceed. Mr. Hoke 
Smith immediately placed Dr. Willis West- 
moreland, the principal physician of the peni- 
tentiary, on the stand again. 

Mr. Smith immediately roused public curi- 
osity by asking Dr. Westinoreland: 

~«“ Where were you night before last, doctor?’ 

“T was at Camp Gresston, in Dodge county.” 

‘“‘What were you doing there?” 

“TIT went there for the purpose of assisting in 
the investigation that the grand jury of Dodge 
county was making in regard to the treatment 
and condition of convicts at Camp Gresston, 
in that county.” 

“Did you find a woman there, doctor?” 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

WESTMORELAND EXPLAINS WHAT HE SAW. 

Witness then recounted the circumstances 
connected with his finding a’convict woman, 
perliaps thirty years old, in a room alone with 
aconvict boy about seventeen years. Said 
the circumstance was known to officers in 
charge, that the explanation seemed to be 
that the woman was afraid to be alone, and 
the boy slept there as a sort of protection. It 
was about half-past one at night. 

Witness was asked several questions in re- 
gard to the competency and reports of the lo- 
cai physician at Gresston Camp. Counsel for 
defense objected to these questions, as the 
jocal doctor had made a report, and it should 
be introduced and proven. 

Judge Hillyer declared that the state would 
amend its allegations so as to cover the new 
matter; that the question was perfectly legiti- 
mate, as the local ductor was an agent of the 
lessee, and his acts properly belonged to the 
res gesta.

THE LOCAL DOCTOR INCOMPETENT, 

Witness in September, 1556, had complained 
that Dr. Scovin was not qualified. and had re- 
quested his discharge. Lessee James was told 
of the matter. Notwithstanding complaints, 
James kept Seovin for some time. Has his re- 
port of the treatment. 

A colloquy here ensued in regard to the re- 
sort of Seovin, Mr. Hill contending that his 
report was the best evidence of the tréatment 

racticed. Mr. Smith replied that he wanted 
Dr. W estinoreland’s report of the treatment. 
DR. WESTMORELAND ON SCOVIN, 

Witness said he was greatly disgusted at the 
treatment practiced by Scovin, and that two of 
the convicts had died from it. Another would 
have died had he not fortunately visited the 
camp. When he got there, Scovin reported 
men doing well—lhe found them in a state of 
cCompiete collapse. 

Said the convicts were under control of the 
Georgia Midiand, of which Chattahoochee 
company had a part and T. J. James the other 
part. Bingham was in charge of the convicts. 

WESTMORELAND ON SCURVY. 

Dr. Westmoreland then gave some testi- 
mony in regard to Bondurant & Joplin’s camp 
near Augusta. In report of July 26, 1887, that 
camp condition is stated, the report is correct, 
Knew the convicts that were improperly fed 
and overworked becruse their condition showed 
it. The cooking arrangements also proclaim- 
ed the fact. 

Told of the effect and cause of scurvy; how 
§t affected the blood by lessening it. Scurvy 
prevents assimilation of food. There are, as 
the saying goes, 101 symptoms. If proper! 
treated incipient scurvy can be quickly cured. 
In well developed cases patients frequently 
linger for a long time. Convicts at Cole City 
ta isyp died from effects of scurvy. There were 
also at Chattahoochee brick camp deaths from 
curvy taint. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION BY MR. HILL, 

The cross.examination was conducted by 
Mr. Hill. it revealed the following statements 
in brief:

Mr. Hill moved to strike out all the testi- . 


mony of Dr. Westmoreland relating to Dr. Sco- 
vin and that the report of the principal physi- 
cian thereto be stricken out for the reason that 
it was res adjudicata, having been acted upon 
by Governor McDaniel, he having discharged 
Dr. Scovin. 

Mr. Smith said that counsel for the state did 
not endeavor to investigate what had been 
passed upon by former governors, but wher- 
ever a matter has been brought to executive 
notice by former officials and no investigation 
made, it was not a matter that had been adju- 
dicated. There wasne investigation in the 
Scovin matter, he having been discharged 
without the lessees being 

CITED TO APPEAR BEFORE THE GOVERNOR. 

‘So far,’’ continued Mr. Smith, ‘“‘there has 
only been one official investigation—that made 
by Governor McDaniel in the case of James 
M. Smith. In regard to that matter we have 
made no inquiry. The Scovin matter reached 
the governor, and he; discharged. him, but he 
never called upon the lessees to show cause 
why their contracts should not be vacated. His 
was an ex parte order, and that matter is not 
res adjudicata.”’ 

MR. HILL ARGUES THE POINT. 

Mr. Hill said that if some of the camps were 
located by executive orders, that your excel- 
lency certainly would not consider wherever 
these camps were properly or improperly lo- 
cated. It would be res adjudicata. ‘This is 
an analogous case. Because the lessees were 
not cited, for the reason that it was not of suf- 


ficient importance, ought your excellency to go.

It is restricted, and this

“I take it that your excellency will be bound 
by all the former ordérs of preceding execu- 
tives. I take it that your excellency does not 
arrogate to yourself superior virtue or power to 
that possessed by your predecessors. I take —”’ 

A SLIGHT INTERRUPTION, 

Governor Gordon—‘‘It is not a question of 
virtue, sir!’’ 

Mr. Brown—‘‘Nor is it a question of power; 
itis simply a question of principle and prece- 
dent. Exerutive orders are binding, and it 
makes no difference by whom they are made or 
in regard to what. If a matter has been ad- 
judicated by the executive it is binding upon 
his successors in office,” 

. THE MATTER HELD IN ABEYANCE. 

The governor, in regard to the point, ruled 
as follows, the decision being written by the 
attorney general:

Mr. Brown asked witness if his report in re- 
gard to the aiaggt? | at Dade mines contained 
all the facts. itness replied that it did, 
whereupon Mr. Brown Said he had no more 
questions to ask. 

Mr. Smith brought out by re-direct examina- 
tion that witness did not approve of Scovin’s 
appointment on Georgia Midland road. There 
was less sickness in camps on that road than 
in others. Judge Horkins endeavored to bring 
out by witness that wr. Fisher at Brickyard 
camp belonged to a different school of medi- 
cine, but Dr. Westmoreland declared that the 
reason he did not approve of Fisher was that 
he did not thisk he had sense enough to be a 
doctor. Hadseen his work and was satisfied 
that he was net competent, Witness was out 
of state when Fisher began work, but on his 
return he tried to get him out and after some 
trouble finally succeeded. 

This ended Dr. Westmoreland’s testimony, 
and the principal physician surrendered the 
stand to the assistant keeper. The hour was 
late, and while it was not possible to complete 
Colonel Shubrick’s testimony, it was decided 
to go on. 

COLONEL SHUBRICK’S TESTIMONY. 

Colonel E. G. Shubrick, assistant keeper, 
was then sworn by Mr. Smith. In reply to 
various questions asked Colonel Shubrick, in 

substance, said: 

‘‘l am assistant keeper of the penitentiary, 
appointed in July, 1885. The number of 
camps vary. There are now about fifteen, 
the various camps located in different parts of 
the state.’’ Mr. Shubrick was asked several 
questions as to the methods employed in de- 
livering the convicts tothe lessees. [In reply 
thereto, in substance and in brief, hejsaid: 

‘The deliveries are made by Colonel Towers, 
except in a few instances. id order them to 
the different companies as the proportion ma 
be. We keep them balanced as near as possi- 
ble. I do not know just why the deliveries 


| are made in this proportion 


THE VISIT TO CAMP BINGHAM. 

Colonel Shubrick narrated the circumstances 
that led him to goto Camp Bingham on Au- 
ugst 24th, having been sent therejto investigate 
certain charges made against the management 
to the governor. He told what he saw on that 
visit, making a minute statement in regard to 
different things reported upon. 

He described how the principal keeper, made 
the personal examination of the men, in order 
to ascertain the truth of the charges in regard 
to inhuman whipping. He corroborated Mob- 
ley’s statement about Bingham slashing at the 
men as they came out of the quarters. 

WHY THE MEN WERE WHIPPED. 

‘Bingham wasasked why the men were 
whipped, and had said that the men had got 
ten unruly, especially Slaughter, and he had- 
induced others to join into his conduct. This 
was the reason given for whipping of Slaugh- 
ter, by Bingham. This was Sous the state- 
ment made, our work being to find out if the 
treatment had been improper. We did not in-

THE GEORGIA MIDLAND CAMPS, e

of the camp. Witness was asked also as to 
his revort upon Augusta and Chattanoog 
railronl camp, operated by W. B. Lowe & Co, 
Changes were ordered there, “Tt had the 
worse barracks in the peniteitiary. It was 
built cf logs, low, roof flat, ventil r, a 
great leal of smoke in barracks, causing sore 
eyes anong convicts. There was no chimney 
to the barracks.”’ 
rHR CHRONIC CASES OT SICKNESS, 

“The three chronic cases of sickness were on 
the Georgia Midland road, and the cases were 
order] to permanent camps. Temporary 
cainps are good enough for ordinary convicts 
but sre not suited to chronic cases. I use 
efforts to get these cases removed to home 
cam). It was some two or three months be- 
fore et was done, official orders having to be is- 
sued. but they took that route finally.” 

IRREGULARITIES AT CEDARTOWN. 

_ Report about fresh meat and vegetables at 
Cedertown and Oglethorpe were read. Wit- 
ness said that the report was true, the -want of 
thos things referred to in report being in ex 
ister:ce, 

The convicts sent to Smith’s camp do not go 
through a regular penitentiary. *rhere are 
throes principal camps. They are assigned to 
every camp in the state, without being exam- 
ined by a physician. Ihave never known of 
any @xamination by doctors before going to 
canrp.”’ 

Witness here answered “several questions 
about the control of lessees over certain camps, 
as K:nglish over Smith, ete., saying these men 
exercised no control over each other as far as 
- — judge. Various reports were identi- 

ed. 

MATTERS AT CAMP OGLETHORPE, 

“Mr. Smith appoints the superintendent at 
camp Oglethorpe, the appointment being ap- 
proved by the principal keeper. I don’t know 
thet Captain Grant has anything to do with 
convicts controlled by James, The same ap- 
plies to camps controlled by James M. Smith. 

‘In assigning convicts to Dade mines, we 
write a letter to Mr. Reese or to Governor 
Brown’s oftice telling them of the number go- 
ing to the camp, when the d comeg out 
and gets them and takes them up there, 
Mr. Lowe has nothing to do with convicts as- 
signed to Dade mines. The Chattahoochee 
company has nothing to do with convicts sent 
to others, as far as I know. 

NUMBER OF WORKING CONVICTS. 

“On Georgia Midland convicts of Nos. 2 and 
3 were worked together in same camps under 
same guards. Chattahoochee Brick company 
is headquarters for No. 2; there are some con- 
victs of No. 3 kept there, I believe. Orders 
are given on penitentiary department for con- 
victs to lessees when there are men to distrib- 
ute. The orderis addressed to the jailer of 
county where convicts are to deliver to a cer- 
tain man. 

“Chattahoochee Brick company is entitled 
to about 625 convicts under act. The barracks 
out at the river would not accommodate more 
than 300 at the farthest. No. 3is entitled to 
the same number, 625; their barracks are 
smaller than those of No. 2; I think it would 
accommodate perhaps 200. They have never 
had their full number. No. 2 has never had 
more than 200 at one time; convicts of 2 and 3 
are sometimes put at Chattahoochee camp, 
where one set of guards control all the con- 
victs.”’ 
SOME FIGURES AND ESTIMATES. 

“T have but little experience in building, 
and don’t know how much it would take to 
construct Chattalioochee barracks; they are 
good barracks, gga A constructed, and 
are also convenient. All the permanent bar- 
racks are good on®s.”’ “ 

WORK DONE BY CONVICTS. 

‘Convicts are worked at Gresston at saw 
milling, at Cedartown at an iron furnace, in 
Oglethorpe they are farming, at Rogers at saw 
milling; in Emmanuel county they were cut- 
ting wood for the Central railroad. In the 
first month of my office some were j poe at 
Peter’s park.’’ (Witness here stated to whom 
these convicts so working belonged.) Court 
here adjourned until four o’clock. 


THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Court Reconvenes at Four O’clock and 
Continues the Examination. 


At four o’clock the court reassembled, and 
Mr. Shubrick took the stand and continued 
his testimony. The questions asked him at 
first were relative to eonyicts working on 
Sunday. 

WORKING ON SUNDAY. 

“T found the convicts at Cedartown at work 
on one Sunday, and reported the matter. Was 
informed that character of work made it nec- 
essary for furnaces to be a up. I suspect 
that it is going on now, but I have not been 
there on Sunday since. Have known of them 
working at Rising Fawn. Know nothing about 
their Sunday work at Chattahoochee camp. 
The work on oe ap | is not compulsory ; they 
are paid so much a day for their labor. 

“‘T have never seen the money paid, but sup- 
pose itis. The convictsseem to esteem it as a 
great privilege, as they have begged me not to 
stop it. I suppose eight or ten would work at 
atime. They were paid, I believe, about $1.25 


per day. 
OTHER NEWS ABOUT IT. 

“T cannot recall any information received 
from lessees of Chattahoochee company in re- 
gard to Sunday work.” 

Mr. Shubrick was here asked several ques- 
tions in regard to the troubje for the past year 
at the Bondurant & Joplincamp. Witness 
explained the investigations that resulted 
from his visits to the — It was on one of 
these visits that he noticed the swelled legs 
and feet. Had examined ration books several 
times there. 

In regard to food troubles at Camp Ogle- 
thorpe, witness said that he had had some 
trouble there within the last few months. He 
said it was the greatest trouble connected with 
his oftice, making the captains procure the nec- 
essary amount of fresh meats and vegetables. 
Sometimes, especially in the winter, 

1m WAS DIFFICULT TO GET THE MEATS. 

In the winter, however, they generally have 
large turnip patches, but at Cedartown last 
winter these were killed out and there was 
some trouble on this score. Endeavored to 
keep the captains up to the rule in the matter. 
Did make a complaint about lack of fresh meat 
last spring on Macon and Covington road. 
Meat could haye been obtained at Atlanta or 
Macon. 

In June or July, the ration books showed 
there had been no fresh meat or vegetables 
served for one week. Generally food was very 

ood, quantity having been fully complied with. 
cess complaint by convicts that they did not 
get enough to eat. They had been getting one 
pound per day, but it was cut down to regula- 
tion quantity of three-fourths of a pound. 
Complaint due, doubtless, to that cause. 

THE SAFETY OF THE WOMEN. 

“The women are kept only at permanent 
camps, and are watched very closely. They 
are a very vicious class, and lam satisfied that 
the bastardy business could not be kept down 
unless the women and men were kept in 
entirely different camps. There have been 
about four babies born within the last two 
years. 1 believe. There are forty women i 
the ponmen sen, There have been one or two 
born at Cole City, at Chattahoochee, one I 
think at Old town, and perhaps others. __ 

‘Sometimes the babies are given to kins- 
people outside. One whose mother died in 
prison wae raised another convict woman 
who, at the expiration of her sentence, carried 
it out with her.” 

THE BONDURANT CAMP. 

“T found Captain Starnes at the Bondurant 
camp in control there. He told me Bondurant 
did the buying. Saw a letter from Colonel 
Lowe to Starnes, telling him to buy whatever 
was needed. That was since the trouble but 
prior to Bondurant’s removal. There was Bo 
store there that I knew of.” . 

Colonel Shubrick was here cross-examined 
by , udge Hopkins. In reply to questions 
paid :

ary since July, 1885.’ Witness was aske 
about method of deliverin ‘ 
exhibited blank order used in the delivery, an 
explained the other matters connected t 
the delivery in the same way he did in reply 
to questions from Mr. Smith. 

HOW CONVICTS WERE DELIVERED. 

“I think Mr. Turner usually delivered con- 
victs to Chattahoochee brickyard. They 
were delivered to the lessees by the order 
of the principal keeper. None of the convicts 
there‘ are there contrary to the wishes of the 
principal keeper, as far as I know. In the 
matter of escapes,motices were sent to Captain 
W.D. Grant as well as to others.” 

CONVICT VERSUS FREE LABOR. 

“Chattahoochee camp is head office of No. 2, 
also a branch of No, 3. Lama southern man, 
thirty-two years old, acquainted with habits 
and thoughts of southern le. They are 
fed infinitely better than the ordinary free 
labor of the state. I knew of no farm, or class

COLONEL JOHN R. TOWERS SWORN. 

The state then introduced the princi 
keeper, Colonel John R. Towers, who, being 
tes in rhage said:

1885, succeeding Mr. Nelms.” P Witness told of 
the investigation made at Camp Bingham of 
outrages reported, and its result. Same 
narrative of facts already elicited and well 

wn by the public. 

Witness said that he distributed convicts so 
as to keep the interests equal as possible. I 
give James one-fourth because I found he was 
entitled to that number when I came into 
office. There has been no claim by original 
lessees since convicts have been so distributed. 
Neither original lessees of No. 2 or 3'have 
made any complaint. English has nothing to do 
with convicts that go to Smith and James, and 
as far as I know, nothing afterwards. 

OTHER TESTIMONY AS TO BARRACKS. 

Colonel Towers said he thought Chattahoo- 
chee brickyard barracks were the best in the 
state. Spoke of the condition of other barracks. 
Said James M. Smith had oo barracks, 
which he supposed cost about $3,000. 

Witness said he reported Bondurant and 
Joplin to the governor. Corroborated Shu- 
brick’s and Westmoreland’s evidence in regard 
to that camp; stated who was furnishing the 
food according to statements made to him. 
Lowe had pe given orders not to let Bon- 
durant and Joplin have anything more to do 
with the food. Witness said Bondurant was a 
sort of man who could not be interested in a 
matter of that sort without exercising control. 
WHY OPPOSED TO BONDURANT’S GOING BACK. 

Witness said he was opposed to Bondurant 
having anything todo with the convicts, and 
would not recommend the rescinding of the 
order bythe governor. Told of some circum- 
stances that led to his opinion of the man. 
Said he saw several convicts report sick to 
him one day, notable to work; Bondurant 
pulled outa bottle from his pocket and gave 
each a dose. Did not know what the medi- 
cine was, nor did, Bondurant ask the men 
what was the matter. He said they had 
diarrhea. They were ordered to work after 
taking medicine. 

Witness said he saw food there on one oc- 
casion, and it was “‘slosh.”’ Did not know 
what it was. Ii might have been almost any- 
thing. When these facts were reported to 
Lowe he was very indignant. Joplin was 
Bondurant’s partner at the time. 

BASTARD CHILDREN 

Witness said that a number of bastard 
children had been born in cendieey Did 
not know how many or anything about them. 

Witness said Bill Lockett was discharged 
on account of his cruelty and mismanagement. 

‘Where is the penitentiary of Georgia?”’ 

“As T understand it, it is at Oldtown, Dade 
coal mines and Chattahoochee brickyard.” 

At this point the governor decided to sus- 
pend the examination until today at ten 
o’clock. The court will meet at this hour to- 
day, and will sit until two o’clock, when it 
will adjourn for a week or ten days, Owing to 
the unavoidable absence of the attorney-gen- 
eral and the governor. — 


Murdered By Her Brother. 


CotumatA, 8. C., September 9.—[Special. ]— 
In Chester county yesterday, Emma Walker, a 
colored girl thirteen years old, was murdered by her 
five-year-old brother, Jesse. The children had a 
quarrel, and the boy, becoming angry, picked up an 
iron poker with which he dealt his sister a heavy 
blow over the head, crushing the skull.

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The Objectionable Coloring on Buildings 
Comes From the Bricks. 

“The writer of the communication to THE 
Constitution, who complamed of the white 
spots on buildings, saying that they came from 
te tera cotta, didn’t know what he was talk- 
Iny abpoat. 

The speaker was Mr. P. Pelligrini, of the 
Southern Terra Cotta works. 

‘Take any brick building which has no terra 
cotta in it,’’ he added, ‘“‘and you will find that 
the white coatings complained of, are to be 
found there. That comes from the saltpetre 
in the brick which is drawn out by the atmos- 
here. Where a piece of terra cotta is set in 
eicte the terra cotta will be affected the same 
way, through absorption.. So will a piece of 
stone, which, however, turns dark. 

“No, it is not the terra cotta. It is the brick. 
You find the same thing everywhere. Even 
the famous Philadelphia brick is affected in 
the same way. Architects have offered $100,- 
000 for a process that will remedy this, but in 
vain.”’

“I would like to know,”’ said Colonel Bon- 


durant, “how it is proper for the governor to

If the 
governor had given me an opportu- 
nity to be heard I would have shown as clear

THE LUMINOUS CLOCK. 


The Time-Keeper in the County Courthouse 
Steeple Once More Hlaminated. 


There was seen a sight in Atlanta last night 
which élicited comments of admiration from 
all persons whose business or pleasure carried 
them out into the streets. The spectacle re- 
minded them of the time when the county 
courthouse was finished. 

The clock in the steeple, dim for nearly two 
years, is again irradiant and throws outin a 
clear, white light the dial, so that all over the 
city the people can see the time of night. 

The clock, a mammoth four-sided one, is of 
the most approved pattern, just like those in 
the large cities of the north and east. 

It is lighted by an automatic contrivance, 
which worked with precision. At 6 o’¢lock in 
the evening the four faces suddenly blaze out 
brightly, and they continue to blaze until 6 
o’clock inthe morning, when the gas lights 
are extinguished by machinery; they are not 
entirely extinguished, for they burn very low 
all day, but they are practically put out, for 
they are not visible in daytime. 

The courthouse authorities have done a wise 
and commendable thing in causing the clock 
to be illuminated atnight. It is a great cenve- 
nience to the policemen, to railway men, hack- 
men, printers, reporters and other descriptions 
of night hawks. The clock may be seen for 
five miles and the time can be told as far as it 
isseen. It is understood that the clock will 
not again be permitted to lose its lustre.

Monroe Johnson, the negro who was arrested 
last Sunday night by Captain Crim because he 
was carrying achicken concealed under his 
coat, has been fully identified as the negro who 
shot and kitted Mrs. Foster near Leeds, Ala., 
about ten days ago. 

The identification took place yesterday morn- 
ing. 

When the Georgia Pacific -train rolled into 
the union depot yesterday morning just before 
7 o’clock @ yeung man stepped off, and grasp- 
ing an old gentleman by the hand, gave ita 
hearty shake. The young man was 8. R. Cal- 
let, a neighbor of the Fosters, while the old 
man was Mr. Flemming, the father of the 
murdered woman, and who has been in the 
city a few days. The two gentlemen walked 


from the union depot to poliee headquarters, 
where they asked for Chief-of-Police Connally. 
The chief knew Mr. Flemming, and when Mr. 
Callet was introduced, that- gentleman said: 

“T know Johnson perfectly and can describe 
him accurately ; now im fact I can give such a 
description of him and will satisfy you that he 
is the man or not before I see him.” a 

The gentleman then proceeded to describe 
the negro who had shot Mrs. Foster. The 
description suited Johnson absolutely and as it 
was compléted the chief remarked : 

“We have got your man, I believe.” 

The father of the murdered woman was 
called amd the chief walked to the cellin 
which Johnson has beey,confined since his ar- 
rest. The negre was ng back in @ corner 
apparently asleep. Several demands for his 
presence at the door were made before he 
arose. As he came to the cell door he mani- 
fested a mean, unruly disposition, and looked 
doggedly at the officers. The light falling 
upon him was bright and as Mr. Callet looke 
he remarked: 

“Yes that isthe negro. 

‘‘Are you sure?” asked Chief Connolly. 

“Sure? Yes, I am sure. I knew him well 
and I know that he is the negro who killed 
Mrs. Foster." 

“Why, man, you are mistaken,” said the 
negro. ‘‘I neversaw you before in my life.” 

‘There is a big scar in that negro’s left side,”’ 
said Mr. Callet, ‘or he is not the negro. I 
know what I am talking about.”’ 

The gentleman described the sear minutely 
and the negro was brought out of the cell and 
stripped. The scar was there and as it came to 
view the prisoner looked at it, sayimg: 

“T wonder when that was made.”’ 

The ofticers paid no attention to the remark, 
but putting the negro back in the cell, locked 
himin.. The chief was thoroughly satisfied 
with the description, and informed his visitors
